A fishing holiday boat race, 
back to shore, cost the life of Robert 
Todd, 23-year-old Atlanta lawyer, 
shortly after noon Monday at Lake 
Arabia, two miles south of Lithonia. 

Three companions, all of Atlanta, 
saw young Todd apparently become 
stricken with cramps and sink in 
12 feet of water nearly 100 yards 
from the lake banks. They were un- 
able to help him. 

Early Monday night the body had 
not been recovered and Lithonia po- 
lice officers were planning to drain 
the water by breaking the dam. 
Monday afternoon more than 75 per- 
sons dragged the lake bottom for 
six hours but could not locate the 
body.

Tadd and his companion lost the 
race and young Groves took off his 
clothes to swim back. He was al- 
ready in the water when Todd un— 
dressed. Groves said just as 
young lawyer prepared to dive 
his boat suddenly sank and 
him unexpectedly into the water. 

Todd swam for a minute but his 
companions said he was suddenly 
seized with an attack and began to 
struggle. He sank from sight 
fore any other of the three could 
reach him. they said. 

Not Located. 

The others immediately began div- 
ing for him but could not locate the 
body. They summoned aid and all 
afternoon divers attempted to find him 
but without success.

NEW YORK, April 23.—(4)—De- 
claring the future of the nation as 
well as of the world depends on res- 
toration and expansion of interna- 
tional trade, Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull sounded a warning today 
against “extreme economic nation- 
alism.”

World standards of living are 


bound further to decline rather than 
rise, without the restoration and ex- 
‘pansion of international trade,” he 
‘said. Industry and business through-

hopelessly fettered.“

MERCER, Wis., April 23.—(/)— 
John Dillinger, with hate in his heart 
and murder on his trigger finger, was 
somewhere in the wilderness of north- 
ern Wisconsin tonight, a grim posse 
hard on his heels after he had blazed 
his way out of a police trap, leaving 
two dead and four wounded. 

He had vanished out of a belea- 


guered Wisconsin resort last night, 
with his quick shooting first lieuten- 
ant, John Hamilton, and five of his 
outlaw band, after he had taken pos- 
session of the place and mounted a 
machine gun to repel invaders. 

Tonight, this north words section 
was in the grip of a blizzard, with 
hard driving snow hampering the gov- 
ernment men and local officers in 
their relentless pursuit of the arch 
criminal of the times. 

Apparently the Dillinger gang split. 
after the deadly gun battle, but of- 
ficials felt sure, in spite of conflict- 
ing reports received from various sec- 
tions of the countryside, that Dil- 
linger was in this section, and there 
was no letup in the search for the 
outlaw whose exploits bave become 


fabled. 
Shots Exchanged. 

Hours later, detectives at a St.

$1,000,000 WORTH 
OF HIGHWAY WORK 
10 Be LET MAY 10 


Federal and State Proj- 
ects Call for Paving, 
Grading, New Bridges 
in Many Parts of State. 


The state highway board Monday 
announced that contracts for approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 state and federal 
paving, grading and bridge contracts 
will be let May 10. 

W. E. Wilburn, chairman of the 
board, said that of the total about 
$600,000 would be spent on federal 
projects and $400,000 on state proj- 
ects. The board chairman said that 
the federal projects had been submit- 
ted to federal engineers for approval, 
which is expected to be obtained to- 
day. 

The projects to be contracted for 
call for the paving of the 11.338-mile 
stretch between the Fulton county line 
and Cumming, in Forsyth county, on 
State Route 9, the widening and re- 
paving of the 4.262-mile stretch of 
the Atlanta-Newnan road between Col- 
lege Park and Red Oak and the pav- 
ing of the Gray-Eatonton section of 
the Macon-Athens short route. 

Chairman .Wilburn said that the 
Gray-Eatonton project would be a 
state project. Bids on this proposal 
were received last week but were re- 
jected because the board considered 
them too high. The other state proj- 
ect on the letting is a 6.5-mile stretch 
on the Covington-Monticello highway. 
The section to be paved begins at 
the Jasper county line and extends 
six and a half miles north toward 
Covington. The balance of the road 
to Covington is to be paved 

In addition to the Route 9 project 
and the one for repaving the College 
Park-Red Oak highway these have 
been submitted to the federal engi- 
neers to be included in the letting: 

Paving of 1.704 miles and grading 
of 1.274 miles in Calhoun county on 
the Fort Gaines-Morgan road, located 
in the cities of Edison and Morgan. 

Paving of 4.968 miles and widening 
of a bridge in Randolph county, on 
the Cuthbert-Dawson highway, begin- 
ning at Cuthbert and ending near 
Pachitla creek. 

Paving of 1,361 miles in Pulaski 
county on the Hawkinsville-Abbeville 
road, located inside the city limits of 
Hawkinsville, 

Paving of 3.559 miles in Appling 
county on the Baxley-Jesup road, be- 
ginning at Baxley and extending east- 
ward. 

Grading of 2.859 miles and con- 
struction of one bridge in Gwinnett 
county on the Atlanta-Buford high- 
way, beginning at Duluth.

Saul A. Rosenblatt, deputy admin- 
istrator in charge of the bus and 
truck e, informed the commission 
that the NRA code had increased 
costs of bus operators $15,000, a 
year and added 12,600 men to their 
pay rolls.

TO CONTROL CROP 


Measure Would Put Levy 
on All Sales But Allow 
Those Reducing Acre- 
age to Pay With Certif- 
icate From U. S. 


APPROVAL IS SEEN 
AFTER AMENDMENT 


Degree of Compulsion 
Not as Great as in Cot- 
ton Measure, Cabinet 
Member Feels. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—(f)— 
Control of tobacco production was ap- 
proved by Secretary Wallace. 

In a letter indorsing the Kerr limi- 
tation plan, however, Wallace made 
it clear he did not consider it con- 


tained the compulsory feature of the 
Bankhead cotton control act. 


“My information about the proposed 
legislation,” the secretary said in a 
letter read before a house agriculture 
subcommittee, “is that it does not seek 
to compel involuntary compliance but 
does permit non-co-operators to grow 
tobacco and taxes them in an amount 
which would result in bringing their 
net income to an amount which they 
probably would have received in the 
absence of any adjustment program. 


“If this can be accomplished in a 
practical manner, I cam see no objec- 
to some such emergency measure. 
“I am also in accord with the par- 
ticular provision of the biil which 
bases its duration upon the rentai 
and benefit programs.’ 
To “Protect” Farmers. 
The author of the bill, Representa- 
tive Kerr, democrat, North Carolina, 
described the measure ds one designed 
to “protect” farmers who are co-op- 
erating in the farm administration's 
voluntary tobacco reduction campaign. 
Under Kerr’s plan, a tax of 25 per 
cent of the market value would be lev- 
ied on all tobacco sold. Farmers who 
have joined in the yoluntary plan 
would be issued .tax-payment war- 
rants for the amount of their allot- 
ments. These warrants would be ac- 
cepted in ‘payment of the tax. 
Non-co-operating farmers, having 
no tax-payment warrants, and farm- 
ers who wish to sell more than their 
Sone would be required to pay the 
ax. : 
Wallace and the farm administra- 
tion’s tobacco section, which submit- 
ted a lengthy report endorsing the bill, 
took the position the 25 per cent ad 
valorem tax would not be prohibitive.

These are splendid 
snakes; although I haven't seen Don's 
specimen yet I know he would collect 
nothing that was not fit for preser- 
vation. 

Occasional: specimens of the corn 
snake, as this species is known, are 
vicious and will not tolerate handling. 

have had two that were anything 
but friendly. The one Fred brought 
in. however, has made no attempt to 
bite. I saw a snapshot of Don’s snake 
peacefully curled around his neck in 
the most friendly fashion, so it is safe 
to assume that-his specimen is docile 
also. 

To describe the corn snake in any 
but the most ‘general terms of color 
would be extremely misleading. Let 
us say, then, that there are about 50 
small spots on the back, which are deep 
red in color, over a background of 
tan. The deep sulphur yellows of the 
side and the variable marking of the 
lateral surfaces need not enter into 
the description. The under surface of 
the Y. however, will be found to 
be-very striking, for there is a pattern 
of black streaks toward the side Ar- 
ranged in alternating series. 


Georgia has two other species of this 
fine genus, which numbers among its 
species some of the largest snakes of 
the United States. Elaphe obsoleta 
obsoleta and Elaphe obsoleta confinis 
are found here and there is one record 
for Elapha quadrivittata. There is 
one sure-fire way of placing a snake 
in this genus; examine the scales on 


the back and if you find there are 
small and very weak- ridges down the 
topmost seales while those on the sides 
are smooth, you have a_ species ot 
Elaphe. The exact species bas to be 
determined by consideration of other 
points. 


There is one failing of these snakes 
that make them economically undesir- 
able specimens, and that is their in- 
ordinate fondness for eggs and young 
birds. I opened up a few Elepha ob- 
soleta two years ago and found four 
or five half-grown quail in each one. 
They were sent to me from a hunting 
preserve with a request for stomach 
examination. I was able to report that 
the diet of those examples was 100 
per cent quail, but that it probably 
did not represent the normal diet for 
the species as a whole. They will do 
as much damage to quail as a set of 
Natricids will do to the fish crop. 
Sportsmen should learn the marking: 
of these species and reduce their num- 
bers somewhat. Do not exterminate 
them, because we do not know the 
whole story of the economic value as

THE ARMS SQUABBLE. 

With Great Britain and italy en- 
deavoring to bring about a four- 
power agreement on disarmament, 
France's attitude is again proving a 
stumbling block to the efforts to 
avert another arms race by the lead- 
ing nations of Europe. 


Last week Great Britain, to all in- 
tents and purposes, washed her 
hands of the situation brought on 
by the uncompromising attitude of 
the French government, but now 
British diplomats are again actively 
co-operating with Mussolini in the 
endeavor to reach a basis on which 
the claims of France and Germany 
may be satisfied. 


Hitler continues to be adamant 
in the demand that Germany be per- 
mitted to increase its armament; 
France’s position is that if Germany 
arms she will increase her defense“ 
forces. In the latter event, Italy on 
her southern border will undoubted. 
ly feel it necessary to increase her 
military establishments, and Great 
Britain would be forced to strength- 
en her armed forces. 


Thus a new armament race would 
be launched—all because France, 
whether with reason or not, fears 
that an armed Germany inevitably 
means another battering against her 
borders by the forces of her neigh- 
bor to the north. 


The most hopeful outlook is for 
the discussion of the problem at a 
four-power conference, as suggested 
by Britain and Italy, but again 
France stands in the way by insist- 
ing that the discussions be held in 
the forum of the League of Nations, 
which she dominates. The oft-times 
proven inefficiency of the League, 
and the long delays that would re- 
sult by resort to its cumbersome 
machinery, offer little encourage- 
ment for a settlement at Geneva of 
the present tense situation. 


Another armament race between 
the nations of Europe would be cer- 
tain to react unfavorably on world 
conditions, and the United States

bank with a willow pole, a length of 
grocer’s string and a worm spaded 
up somewhere behind the barn. 


I object to the influence of these 
expert troutsmen, because, where for- 
merly, when a party wished to go out 
and remove a litter of fish, he just 
took his pole and a can of bait and 
went, nowadays a man’s first thought 
is of his costume and bait is consid- 
ered unethical.

by labor.“ : 

Free Press Hailed. 

With freedom of the press “abridg- 
ed almost universally today,“ Secre- 
tary Hull said the American people 
were to be congratulated on hav- 
ing a free press. Its service, he said, 
is “of incalculable value.” 

Of the Associated Press, he said: 

For collecting and disseminating 
accurate news, information of news 
value, and carefully selected news not 
calculated unnecessarily to create mis- 
understanding or discord between peo- 
ples or governmnts, your organization 
has built up a splendid reputation. All 
honor and all success to yours as to 
every other impartial news agency.” 

With the prefatory observation that 
he voiced his individ views, Secre- 
tary Hull discussed the administra- 
tion’s recovery policies and appealed 
for patient co-operation. : 24 

In dealing with the economic crisis 
it was necessary to centralize power, 
he said, but no effort has been or 
will be made to discard individual free- 


dom. 
New Methods. 

„It was necessary to employ new 
methods,” he continued, but those 
methods were forged from the common 
desires of communities the continent 
over. We enthroned no dictators; we 
made no secret trades with private, 
self-interest groups; we merely drew 
together the different and scattered 
forces of democracy into a common 
effort, openly conceived, openly dis- 
cussed, openly chosen.” 

Secretary Hull’s declaration for the 
restoration of international trade was 
received approvingly by government 
33 in France, England and 
Italy. 

Rome officials, however, questioned 
his statement that economic and social 
rehabilitation should be effected ac- 
cording to policies of sound liberalism 
while preserving the fundamentals of 
popular government. They held that 
such rehabilitation could better be 
achieved through a corporative state 


in which the fundamental necessity is 


a strong totalitarian government. 
Hull’s comments on freedom of the 
press came a time when French 
newspapers were smarting under for- 
mer Premier Daladier’s accusation 
that “four-fifths” of them are on the 
government’s secret pay roll.

MISSING VITAMIN 
S FOUND FOR MILK 


Six vitamins are known to science. 
They are designated by the letters A 
B, C, D, E and G. All of them are 
essential to health. If we were to 
be deprived of any of them, we would 
sicken and eventually die. 

Five of these vitamins are con- 
tained in our common foods. If we 
eat a varied diet, including [sere of 
milk, leafy vegetables and it, we 
get enough of all the vitamins except 
vitamin D. 

Vitamin D stands apart from the 
others. There is very little of it in 
ordinary foods. Yet it is essential, es- 
3 to children, since it helps to 

uild bones and teeth. Children who 
do not get enough of this vitamin 
suffer from rickets, a disease marked 
by poor bone development, and in 
later life, decayed teeth and other 
ailments which may cause serious 
complications. A child need not suf- 
fer from a severe case to run the 
danger of these weaknesses later on. 

But how are we to get our vita- 
min D? The question would be easily 
answered if everybody took two or 
three teaspoonfuls of cod-liver oil daily. 
Cod-liver oil is one of the richest nat- 
ural dietary sources of vitamin D, 
but because of the taste and, in the 
case of children, because mothers for- 
get, it is not always taken regularly. 

A process has been developed at Co- 
lumbia University which makes vita- 
min D available through commonly 
used foods. The vitamin is extracted 
from cod-liver oll in a form free from 
the characteristic taste and odor of 
the oil, Many bakeries and dairies 
are including the extract in bread and 
— our two most commonly used 
oods,

IN AUTO INDUSTRY = 


Both Sides Expected To 
Accept Compromise in 
Coal Wage Row. 


By the Associated Press. 

A walkout of automobile workers in 
Cleveland and St. Louis, accompahied 
by disorders at the Fisher Body Com- 
pany plant in the Ohio city, — 
to a head Monday night the long eap- 
ital-union labor controversy in the au- 
tomotive industry. 

About half of "the 8,000 Fisher em- 
ployes in Cleveland went on strike yes- 
terday. At St. Louis 3,100 Fisher and 
Chevrolet workers quit. Recognition of 
the union was the ¢hief demand. 

A crowd of 6,000 strike sympa- 
thizers swarmed around the Cleveland 
plant and mounted police had diffi- 
culty in preserving order. One wom- 
an was reported beaten ‘and several 
persons were chased when strikers 
sought to prevent men from entering 
the plant. Minor picketing disturb- 
ances occurred at St. Louis. 

Union officials declared the Cleve- 
land strike was “100 per cent” effec- 
tive. Plant officials said it would re- 
main open. The Chevrolet plant at 
St. Louis was virtually idle, the man- 
ager said. 

The national automobile labor 
board was seeking a basis for settle- 
ment, 

Two thousand filling station attend- 
ants at Cleveland remained on strike, 
tying up operations of the major oil 
companies, Strikes at three Toledo an- 
tomotive plants involved 1,900 work- 


rs. 

A fracas developed at Sheboygan, 
Wis., as 400 workmen tried to break 
through a strikers’ picket line at the 
Gorton Toy Company plant. Fists and 
rocks flew and a number of persons 
were slightly injured. Police used tear 
gas and arrested 20 pickets. 

Meanwhile, President Roosevelt was 
at work on a plan for the establish- 
ment of a permanent court to settle 
the many labor controversies, inelud- 
ing the railroad wage dispute, which 
are being checked up to federal boards 
and the White House itself. A com- 
mittee was reported drafting a re- 
vision of the Wagner labor board bill. 

Thousands of striking soft coal 
miners started back to the diggings 
yesterday as the result of the new 
wage structure ordered by Hugh 8. 
Johnson, NRA administrator, restor- 
ing or partly restoring wage differen- 
tials in the south and elsewhere. 

About 75 per cent of the 20,000 
miners in the northwest Virginia dis- 
trict returned to work yesterday and 
the others were expected. to be on the 
job today. 

Southwestern mine operators, how- 
ever, were dissatisfied with the basic 
wage of $4.35 set for that region and 
indicated mines would remain closed 
until further adjustments. Sam 
Bramlette, secretary of the Arkansas- 
Oklahoma coal code authority, said 
Johnson’s order “means that from 14,- 
000 to 15,000 miners in and around 
underground mines in the southwest- 
ern states will be out of employment.“

mayor.” : 

„He said he would request the legis- 
lature to make some arrangements to 
set a limit on the amount of taxes 
any governmental group might levy. 

almadge Lauds Federation. 

Governor Talmadge praised mem- 
bers of the federation, telling them 
“women have more honesty than men. 
I want more women in each house 
of the legislature.” 

Speaking on the tax situation, the 
governor said more people must be 
encouraged to enter business and that 
in order to do so, taxes must be re- 
duced.

Grace Morrison Poole, of Brockton, 
Mass., president of the general federa- 
tion, said increased interest by women 
in the machinery of government and 
its problems were the result of ef- 
forts directed along those lines. Her 
subject was “The General Federation 
Marches On.” 

President Roosevelt's Request. 

In answer to President Roosevelt's 
request that three million women com- 
posing General Federation be alert, 
active, intelligent citizens of their 
communities, states and nation, Mrs. 
Poole stated that this doctrine has 
been consistently preached to club- 
women. The result of this preach- 
ment is the awakened interest in the 
machinery of government, the spend- 
ing of money, the problem of taxation 
and the responsibility of citizens to- 
ward the changing of the United 


States from a nation where crime 
stalks openly, to a nation where the 
observance of all laws is the order of 
the day. 


She told her listeners that organi- 
zations can take the choice of three 
pathways: that of living entirely on 
past records, and do everything as it 
was done in the past; that of living 
just for today, which, while it does 
not spell stagnation, gives only a lim- 
ited horizon for active community 
work; or that of living today with 
an eye to the future, which means a 
well-balanced working program at al!

In .septhern Germany is a city 
called Heidelberg. It has a popu- 
lation, of about 85,000, and is famed 
as the home of a university and of 


an old, partly-ruined castle. !

Europe today does not contain liv- 
ing elephants or rhinos, except at zoos 
and circuses; but long ago such beasts 
roamed about Germany, France, Italy 
and near-by lands. Their skeletons 
have been found in dozens of places; 
and southern Europe was the home of 
the hippopotamus as well. 

The climate in Europe was warmer 
during the period when those beasts 
were common. Then came mighty ice 
sheets, or glaciers, which spread over 
mucly of Europe; and the climate be- 
came so cool that the big beasts died 
out or moved away. It appears that 
“land bridges“ once existed between 
Spain and.

LONG AGO IN. EUROPE. 
iI—The Heidelberg Man. 

In senthern Germany is a city 
called Heidelberg. It has a popu- 
lation, of about 85,000, and is famed 
as the home of a university and of 
an old, partly-ruined castle. ! 


| Heidelberg jaw and vy -pit where 


it was found. 

Heidelberg is old, but it is not near- 
ly so old as a human bone found in 
a sand-pit 10 miles east of the city. 

The discovery was made in 1907 at 
a depth of 78 feet. It is a lower 
jawbone, of strange shape—it does 
not have a “chin.” There are teeth 
in it, however, and they show that 
the jawbone belonged to a human 
being. 

Twenty years later, a new discov- 
ery at the sandpit brought forth leg 
bones and other remains of a man. 
We are not sure that they belonged 
to the same peson as the jawbone, 
but it is quite possible. 

remains are spoken of as “the 
Heidelberg man.” Some scientists 
believe that he dates back about 250,- 
000 years ago; but others figure that 
he lived longer than that. 


| 


The sandpit near Heidelberg bas 
yielded the bones of wild animals. 
These include the lion, the elephant 
and the rhino. 

Europe today does not contain liv- 
ing elephants or rhinos, except at zoos 
and circuses; but long ago such beasis 
roamed about Germany, France, Italy 
and near-by lands. Their skeletons 
have been found in dozens of places; 
and southern Europe was the home of 
the hippopotamus as well. 

The climate in Europe was warmer 
during the period when those beasts 
were common. Then came mighty ice 
sheets, or glaciers, which spread over 
mucly of Europe; and the climate be- 
came so cool that the big beasts died 
out or moved away. It appears that 
“land bridges” once existed between 
Spain and. Africa, and between Italy 
and Africa; so some of the animals 
may have escaped to the warmer 
lands. 

It would be interesting if we knew 
about the manner of life of the Hei- 
delberg Man. How did he obtain 
his food? What kind of a home did 
he have? Did he fight against the 
elephant and the rhino, 

We may guess answers to those 
questions; but we do not have the 
proofs needed to give safe answers. 

Cave people who dwelt in France 
and Spain have left so many re- 
mains as to give us a fairly good 
picture of their daily lives; but the 
ways of the Heidelberg Man are a 
mystery. What do you suppose he 
did en he saw fierce beasts? My 
guess is that he got out of the way.

CHOICE OF BALL 
IS UP 10 TEAM 


NEW YORK, April 23. - — Up- 
set by a controversy that arose over 
a suggest ion to the United States Wal- 
ker Cup players, now en route to 
Scotland, that they use the American 
ball in the matches with the British, 
the United States Golf Assoclation to- 
day officially announced that the 
team members had been left free to 
use any ball they chose. 

It had been suggested to the play- 
ers some time ago, Archie M. Reid, 
U. S. G. A. secretary explained, that 
the American ball be used. At the 
farewell dinner last Friday night, 
however, it was found several of the 
team objected, expressing a preference 
for the smaller British edition, and 
they were told to use their own judg- 
ment, No formal! order ever was issued 
or the American ball be used, he 
said. 


Either ball is eligible under the 
British rule, which limits the weight 
of the ball to 1.62 ounces but sets 
only a minimum of 1.62 inches on 
the diameter. The official American 
ball meets these specifications with a 
weight of 1.62 ounces and a diameter 
of 1.68 inches. 3 

The American team members who 
objected to any restriction on the ball 
they should play felt that the larger 
American ball would handicap them 
if the day happened to be windy at 
St. Andrews, which it frequently is. 
The American ball was designed more 
for the sheltered American courses 
with their richly carpeted greens.. If 
there was no wind, however, it prob- 
ably would be an advantage to the 
Americans to use the ball to which 
they are accustomed.
